J. O’Farrell trophy to Frank 
C. Dawson of Imperial Dr. 
Over 230 attended the event 
at The Willows at Industry at 
which Dale Kidd, new president, 
was presented the gavel by Ri­ 
chard Chadwick, retiring presi­ 
dent. 


RALPH FINLEY, past presi­ 
dent, presented the O’Farrell 
award to Dawson, associated 
with the Dawson F u n e r a l 
Home, in recognition for h is 
outstanding work as chairman 
of the Jaycee-sponsored Junior 
Olympics project. 
The award is presented to the 
top committee chairman of the 


year in honor of the late Pat­ 
rick O’Farrell, who assisted the 
city group in its early years. 
Brownfield, of Hilliard, past 
state president, spoke of t h e 
growth of the Jaycees across 
the nation and described some 
of the early conventions.

Soviet Brass Noisy 


Spy Issue Reflects Strains In Power Structure

It’s a safe assumption that 
spying goes 
on 
regularly 
on 
both sides of the world, but 
whenever the Soviet army brass 
makes a big noise about it 
there’s usually more behind the 
fuss than meets the eye 
Red Star, journal of the So­ 
viet armed forces, is beginning 
to make the familiar noises 
again. Past experience indicates 
that when the generals are in-: 
volved in this sort of thing, it 
reflects strains in the Soviet 
power structure. 
Ingredients for trouble are 
plentiful. It could be that the 
approaching showdown in the 
world Communist camp on the 
issue of how best to get on with 
Red expansion is making the 
Soviet brass restive. There's 
been a good deal of itchiness 
among the military leaders any­ 
way, for a variety of reasons, 
not the least of which concerns 
division of opinion on modern 
war strategy. 
In addition, this is a U S. 
presidential year In view of the 
variety of pressures on Premier 
Khrushchev, it might be consid­ 
ered a good time for a new 
move on the international stage 
to prove to world communism 
that the Kremlin is truly inter­ 
ested in hastening the world 
revolution. 
Red Star complains that West- ( 
em 
diplomats, 
particularly 
Americans, are always poking 
around looking for secrets. This 
was in response to U.S. charges 
made public a month ago, that 
traveling U.S. Embassy person­ 
nel had been drugged. The in­ 
teresting thing is not that there 
is objection to these charges, 
but that the military newspaper 
jumped into the act so force­ 
fully. 
Throughout the postwar years, 
when Soviet 
military organs 
whipped up a storm about a spy 
menace and the need for vigi­ 


lance among the citizenry, it 
has been a reflection of unusual 
circumstances 
on 
the 
home 
front. 
It was true when Stalin was 
cooking new schemes for new 
purges in 1949 and 1952. It was 
true just before Georgi M. Ma­ 
lenkov was fired as premier. It 
was true just before the 20th 
Communist party congress, at 
which Khrushchev destroyed the 
Stalin legand. 
It was true twice in 1957—first 
before Khrushchev beat off an 
attempt to depose him in the 
celebrated “anti-party group” 
episode, and again just before 
Khrushchev disgraced and ban­ 
ished the World War II hero, 
Marshal Georgi Zhukov. 
The most recent spy scare and 
vigilance campaign was just 
about a year ago. The Soviet 
military had been shaken by the 
case of Oleg Penkovsky, a for­ 


mer colonel and an official of a 
sensitive scientific agency, who 
was shot for passing rocket se­ 
crets to the West. 
Only two weeks later, at the 
height of the vigilance campaign 
Red Star announced in a curi­ 
ously off-hand way a change in 
the Soviet high command. A 
Khrushchev man, Marshal Ser­ 
gei S. Biryuzov, had been ele­ 
vated 
from 
commander 
of 
rocket forces to chief of the gen­ 
eral staff. 
At about the same time last 
year, 
the 
kalian Communist 
newspaper L’Unita reported in a 
Moscow 
dispatch 
that 
Khru­ 
shchev was “living in a delicate 
political moment” and was fac­ 
ing “grave problems.” 
The grave problems remain. 
Perhaps another delicate po­ 
litical 
moment 
is 
bothering 
.Khrushchev. 


Showdown 
On Debate 
Postponed 


Agreement Reached 
To Vote On 3 Gvil 
Rights Bill Changes 


WASHINGTON (A P)-A show­ 
down on shutting off the Senates 
marathon civil rights debate was 
postponed today after agreement 
was reached to vote on three 
important amendments the first 
of next week. 
Senate leaders delayed the fil­ 
ing of a petition to invoke the 
Senate’s debate-limiting cloture 
rule when no objection was 
raised to vining on the three 
amendments. The cloture peti­ 
tion would have led automatic­ 
ally to a vote Tuesday on wheth­ 
er to continue or shut off debate. 
Sen. Bourke B. Hickenlooper, 
R-Iowa, acting for a group of 
Republicans, had proposed de­ 
laying that action pending a vote 
on the amendments. His pro­ 
posal required unanimous con­ 
sent, which was given. 
Sen. Richard B. Russell, D- 
Ga., 
leader at the Southern 
senators battling the civil rights 
measure, said he would not ob­ 
ject to Hickenlooper’s request 
even though he had concluded 
there was “very little chance (rf 
my winning anything out of this 
situation.” 
Russell said that if the South­ 
erners rejected the request, they 
would antagonize some Repub­ 
lican 
senators 
who 
want 
a 
chance to discuss and vote on 
key issues before cloture is at­ 
tempted. 
On the other hand, he said, by 
consenting to the agreement the 
Southerners 
probably 
would 
make 
it 
easier 
for 
Senate 
leaders to obtain the required 
two-thirds majority for limiting 
debate. 
Sen. Mike Mansfield of Mont­ 
ana, the Democratic leader, said 
the petition to limit debate now 
will be presented on Monday. 
That will force a showdown vote 
one hour after the Senate meets 
on Wednesday.

OMAHA BEACH (AP) — Old 
soldiers joined in homage today 
to their fallen wartime com­ 
rades on the 20th anniversary of 
the mightiest invasion in his­ 
tory. 
They gathered on the silent 
Normandy beaches where on 
this day two decades ago began 
the final assault on the Nazi em­ 
pire. 
But even though the din of 
battle has long since died down, 
old 
controversies 
raged 
as 
strongly as ever. 
Britain’s Field Marshal Vis­ 
count Montgomery assailed his 
old 
commander-in-chief, 
Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, supreme 
Allied commander in Europe 
during World War II. 
On a British commemorative 
television program Friday night 
Montgomery said: “ I do not be­ 
lieve that Eisenhower ever real­ 
ly understood the stretegy of 
the Normandy campaign. He 
seemed to me to get the whole 
thing muddled up.” 
Eisenhower publicly ignored 
I the remarks. A spokesman at

gian official delegations took 
part in simple ceremonies at 
key points along the invasion 
area. 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, com- 
! mander of the American assault 
forces on D-Day, led the U.S. 
delegation. He was to be joined 
by the chairman of the U.S. 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, Gen. Max­ 
well D. Taylor, who parachuted 
into Normandy with his 101st 
Airborne Division on invasion 
day in 1944. 
Hundreds of other American, 
British and Canadian veterans 
of D-Day revisited the old bat­ 
tleground on their own. Some 
were joined in the pilgrimage 
by their wives and children 
They wandered over the beaches 
and hedgerowed fields, trying to 
recollect for their families per 
sonal memories of the great bat­ 
tle. 
The official ceremonies were 
held Friday in the British sec­ 
tor _ Gold, Juno and Sword 
beaches — ending with a miji 
tary parade of the old Allies and 
fireworks display at Herman- 
ville-sur-Mer. 
The program today concen­ 
trated on the America area — 
Utah and Omaha beaches — 
and the village of Sainte-Mere- 
Egltse. on which US paratroop­ 


ers descended in the biggest air 
assault attempted up to then. 
The day began with a simple 
memorial service at Saint-Lau- 
rent-sur-Mer 
Cemetery 
over 
looking Omaha Beach, where 
9,841 U.S. dead are buried. En­ 
shrined on the wall of a memo­ 
rial building are the names of 
1,557 soldiers, sailors and air­ 
men missing in the Normandy 
invasion. 
In a similar ceremony Friday 
British veterans with medals 
pinned on their civilian dress 
stood side by side in the rain 
with school children, nuns and 
generals and admirals in uni­ 
form at the British cemetery at 
Douvres-la-Delivrande. 
They sang hymns, recited the 
Lord’s Prayer and stood stiffly 
at attention as the anthems of 
France, 
Canada, 
the 
United 
States and Britain were played 
The ordeal of D-Day was 
vividly recalled to American tel­ 
evision audiences Friday night 
by Eisenhower in a 90-minute 
interview with Walter Cronkite 
of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System. 
The 
interview 
was 
filmed last August in Britain 
and on the Normandy beaches. 
Eisenhower described in in­ 
timate detail the key actions of 
the battle.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gen 
Dwight D. Eisenhower's plans 
for the invasion of France 20 
years ago today included an al­ 
ternate announcement, for use 
if necessary: 
“Our landings in the Cher- 
bourg-Havre area have failed to 
gain a satisfactory foothold and 
I have withdrawn the troops.” | 
The supreme 
Allied 
com­ 
mander didn’t need the precau­ 
tionary, penciled announcement 
he wrote the night before the 
attack and carried in his wallet 
that historic day. 
The Allied force landed, ham­ 
mered 
through 
German 
de­ 
fenses and began the push to the 
Reich. 
The magazine. Army, tells 
how Eisenhower, realizing how 
critical could be a Normandy 
landing in face of a huge Ger­ 
man force and array of fortifi­ 
cations, wrote out the text of a 
communique in which he would 
have accepted responsibility for 
failure. 
The article—“Could The Ger­ 
mans Have Won?”—is written 
by Martin Blumenson, civilian 
historian in the Army’s Office 
of the Chief of Military History. 
It includes a photographic colly 
of 
Eisenhower’s 
handwritten 
memo, 
with 
a 
few 
words 
scratched out by the general as 
he phrased the announcement 
he might have to use. After the 
opening 
sentence 
concerning 
failure and withdrawal of forc­ 
es, Eisenhower wrote: 
“My decision to attack at this 
time and place was based upon 
the best information available. 
The troops, the air and the 
Navy did all that bravery and 
devotion to duty could do. If any 
blame or fault attaches to the 
attempt, it is mine alone.” 
Blumenson writes that a num­ 
ber of things could have defeat­ 
ed the invasion: 
Bad 
weather at the 
start 
could have continued and com­ 
plicated the amphibious landing 
of the 150,000 troops the first 24 
hours and upset airborne opera­ 
tions further. If that had hap­ 
pened, the “cross-Channel at­ 


tack would have foundered.” 
The 
Germans’ 
15th 
Army, 
strongest in Western Europe, 
was deployed for anti-invasion 
—but at the wrong place, thanks 
to a deceptive plan of the Al­ 
lies. 
“ Had the Germans moved the 
15th Army to Normandy instead 
of keeping it in the Pas-de-Ca- 
lais (to the north and at the 
narrowest part of the English 
Channel) for an invasion that 
never came, they might well 
have won the battle of D-Day,” 
Blumenson writes. 
Adolf Hitler had conflicting 
advice from two top command­ 
ers. Field Marshal Gerd von 
Rundstedt, commander in West­ 
ern Europe, said a strong force 
should be kept in reserve, to be 
moved to whatever point the Al­ 
lied landing appeared. 
But 
Field 
Marshal 
Erwin 
Rommel, 
army 
group 
com­ 
mander in the invasion area, 
wanted the reserve force im­ 
mediately behind the beaches 
because he feared a central re­ 
serve force would be unable to 
move to a menaced point due to 
Allied air power.

Turkish Informant 
Says Landing Idea 
Dropped At Present 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (A P)-R e- 
Dorts that a Turkish invasion of 
Cyprus was imminent have put 
Greek and Cypriot armed forces 
on an emergency alert, but an 
immediate showdown was re­ 
portedly avoided by the inter­ 
vention of President Johnson. 
“The Cyprus crisis has been 
pushed into a grave phase by 
the Greek Cypriot administra­ 
tors,” a Turkish C a b i n e t 
spokesman said. 
A ranking Turkish informant 
said, however, that Turkey had 
given up the idea of landing on 
Cyprus “for the time being.” 
Gen. Lyman Lemnitzer, su­ 
preme commander of 
Allied 
forces in Europe, flew to An­ 
kara unexpectedly Friday. He 
met with Gen. Cevdet Sunay, 
Turkey’s chief of staff, and with 
Premier Ismet Inonu. 
The Turkish source said U.S. 
Ambassador 
Raymond 
Hare 
gave Inonu a note from Presi­ 
dent Johnson inviting Inonu to 
the United States, and explain­ 
ing that the President was un­ 
able to leave the country. 
Johnson and Lemnitzer exam­ 
ined the possibilities of a Turk­ 
ish landing on the island, the 
Turkish source said. 
In 
Washington, 
the 
White 
House refused comment on any 
Johnson intervention in an in­ 
vasion but said he did suggest 
to Inonu “ the possibility of visit­ 
ing Washington if convenient, 
buUhis m atter is still under dis­ 
cussion.” 
Nicosia was filled with rumors 
that Turkey had six ships cruis­ 
ing off the north coast of Cy­ 
prus. 
Cyprus sources also said the 
U.S. 6th Fleet was maneuvering 
somewhere near the area, as it 
often does. 
The sources said 30,000 Na­ 
tional 
Guardsmen 
had 
been 
called into action to defend all 
coastal areas.

We Profit So Little From Experience 


If all goes well, a Senate vote on the 
civil rights bill will come into sight next 
week when favorable action is taken 
on a motion to limit further debate. 
The issue is whether enough time has 
passed since late last March for both 
sides to present their case. There was an 
apparent majority for the civil rights bill 
from the beginning as large as the House 
majority had been. Only the Senate cus­ 
tom of unlimited debate held up the vote. 
Since the custom was instituted in 1917, 
there have been only 28 motions to limit 
further debate. Five carried—the 
Ver­ 
sailles Treaty in 1919, the World Court in 
1926, branch banking in 1927, prohibition 
reorganization in 1927 and the communi­ 
cations satellite in 1962. 
Eleven motions have been made to lim­ 
it debate on civil rights bills. All have 
failed. But even if the showdown next 
Tuesday is In favor of the irreconcilable 
foes of civil rights, they cannot claim 
victory. 


THERE WILL BE a civil rights bill 
passed one way or another before No­ 
vember. Every representative and senator 
with Negro constituents who are permit­ 
ted to vote and with white constituents 


tired of the debate on the subject wants 
action before the fall election. 
They do not resent the debate this year, 
because they recognize its importance in 
filling in the legislative history of a key 
measure. It has not really been a fili­ 
buster but a campaign of education in 
which both sides have had every chance 
to make their case. 
One significant thing has emerged dur­ 
ing this educational campaign—the fact 
it is not the civil rights of Negroes and 
other minorities that is the real issue 
but the authority of the federal govern­ 
ment to enforce the Constitution. 


THE CONSTITUTION guarantees In the 
14th amendment that 
“no state shall 
make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United States . . . nor 
deny to any person within its jurisdiction 
the equal protection of the laws.” 
States rights legalists have argued that 
the states need pay no heed to this guar­ 
antee. They have scorned it. They My 
they intend to scorn it further. 
This is the paint to be settled in the 
1964 vote on the civil rights bill. Can the 
federal government enforce the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States? 


Would It Pay To Work? 


Who would have guessed, back in the 
good old days when a job was something 
to cherish, that a worker today would 
almost envy those who are temporarily 
unemployed? 
Or, to put it another way, who today 
would be willing to work for $35 or $46 
a week? 
This is precisely the problem that arose 
recently over the prospective layoff of 
7.800 workers, or about one-third of the 
American Motors Corp. force, in Wis­ 
consin. 
They wert scheduled to be laid off and 
remain off the job for the eight weeks 
remaining in the 1964 model season. 
A union leader said some of the mem­ 
bers were complaining about being re­ 
tained on the job. 
The reason. Weekly unemployment bene­ 
fits amount to 62 per cent of normal pay, 
plus $1.50 a week for each dependent. 
Unemployment benefits, 
moreover, 
are 
not taxable. 
This means a $3-an-hour worker earns 
$120 a week on the job. while a laid-off 
worker with 
two 
dependents 
collects 
$77.40. Part of the unemployment benefit 
—$53 a week — comes from the state. 
The rest is paid from a trust fund 


financed by American Motors under terms 
(rf the UAW contract. 
Older men with seniority complained 
they would be getting only $35 to $40 
for working — above toe amount they 
would draw if laid off. 
In other words, which is the stronger 
incentive — to earn approximately $1.00 
an hour, or take a vacation? 
The times being what they are, the 
answer should be obvious.

Somebody will have to sit down in a 
corner with me sometime and explain 
why only politicians have the option of 
looking for their next job on company 
time.

When the time came for a jobholder 
to look for work of a nature better suit­ 
ed to his talents, he would be expected 
to do what his counterpart in private en­ 
terprise would be forced to do — resign. 
lf he got funny ideas about lifting him­ 
self with the voters’ 
bootstraps, 
they 
would fire him—with no ifs, ands, or buts. 


YET, BECAUSE nobody h a s been 
cracking the whip these characters get 
elected to one job. then start laying the 
groundwork for the next one.

peace upon the South. 
President Hayes by a magni­

Franklin Roosevelt resulted in 
a complete reorientation of his 
party. It abandoned its early 
philosophy of state and local re­ 
sponsibility. Federal centraliza­ 
tion was and is in the ascen­ 
dency in that party. 
This Democratic change of

threw 
Republicans 
into confusion. A number of the 
hitherto devoutly observed COP 
principles were taken over by 
the Roosevelt and Truman ad­ 
ministrations and Congresses. 
Republicans were offered two 
options: Either move into the 
area abandoned by the liberal 
Democrats and stand for local 
and 
state 
responsibility, 
for 
economy in government, and a 
neutral 
position 
on 
Negro 
rights; or on the other hand, 
stand by the traditions of ear­ 
lier years and thus identify the 
party with the Democrats. 
As is usual in politics when 
two diverse alternatives are of­ 
fered. both were accepted. 
This is what has caused the 


present division in the Rep*bli- 
can party. Taft, and after his 
death, Coldwater, threw *Y/lr 
immense influence toward the 
first of the foregoing alterna­ 
tives. 
President 
Eisenhower 
valiantly attempted to find a 
middle course, and in so doing 
saw a Republican decline in the 
, states and local communities. 


WHAT IS CALLED conserva­ 
tive Republicanism has grown 
greatly since 1945, especially 
among young people, and dur­ 
ing the past three years has 
threatened to take over the 
GOP with Coldwater as 
the 
symbol of this movement. That 
is where we are today on the 
eve of the Republican conven­ 
tion. 
It is irrelevant, then, to talk 
about a “ mainstream.” for the 
mainstream will largely be de­ 
termined by what the party 
stands for in this campaign. Or 
perhaps the struggle for the 
control of the party will still 
persist.

Also, 
Europeans do not understand 
the deep-seated feeling of voters 
In many parts of America over 
the fact that a prospering West­ 
ern Europe is paying so little 
of the bill to maintain peace 
in the world. 
Most 
European newspapers 
have a way of accepting as gos­ 
pel what the so-called “liber­ 
als” in America My on nation­ 
al and international affairs. 
The impression abroad is that 
the United States will continue 
to bear by itself the brunt of ev­ 
ery international problem and 
that the financial and com­ 
mercial assistance now given 
by European countries to the 
Communist regimes is gradual­ 
ly but surely being adopted as 
American policy as well. 
One of the British papers calls 
Sen. Coldwater an "eighteenth 
century individualist” and “a 
sort of Rip Van Winkle who 
has been sleeping since 1776.” 


THE TRUTH is that many 
Americans have not forgotten 
1778 and the tyrannies imposed 
by the British autocracy, and 
they 
feel 
a deep 
sympathy 
for the oppressed peoples of 
Eastern Europe who t o d a y 
want to achieve their independ­ 
ence, too. but are getting little 
moral 
support 
from 
various 
spokesmen of the British press. 
It's natural for the Moscow 
press to be dismayed over the 
Coldwater victory because the 
Soviets know that Sen. Coldwa­ 
ter is a realist who will, if elect­ 
ed president, deal with facts as 
they are and not attempt to 
gloss them over, and that he 
will pick a secretary of state 
of like mind. 
The Arizona senator’s strength 
Is not merely the result of the 


support of the professional pol­ 
iticians but of "grassroots” sen­ 
timent as well. His total vote 
thus far In the primaries far 
exceeds that which John F. Ken­ 
nedy had received in his precon­ 
vention campaign of 1900, and 
this is largely due to the resent­ 
ment prevalent in this country 
about the war in Southeast Asia. 
Americans are wondering why 
their sons must make the MCri- 
fices in Viet Nam while the rest 
of the free world stands idly by. 


THE 
EUROPEAN 
p r e s s 
might have studied carefully, 
too, why the foreign aid pro­ 
gram has had such a hard time 
in Congress. It might have been 
noted that, ever since World 
War II ended, the United States 
has consistently furnished bil­ 
lions and billions of dollars for 
the rebuilding of Europe. 
Now that prosperity has been 
achieved there, resentment is 
growing in America that the Eu­ 
ropeans do not seem inclined 
to pay their share, either in 
money or in lives, to maintain 
peace in the world. 
European 
statesmen 
would 
do well also to watch the cam­ 
paign carefully, because, irres­ 
pective of whether Sen. Coldwa­ 
ter wins the nomination or tho 
election, the reaction of tho 
American people to foreign pol­ 
icy will have much to do with 
the result and its aftermath. 
The American people are get­ 
ting tired of carrying the bur­ 
den alone in world affairs.

Decade Of Trial

Deliberate speed is what the 
U. S. Supreme Court ordered 
when it handed down its historic 
decision outlawing racial segre­ 
gation in public schools. 
The speed has been most de­ 
liberate. The record of the dec­ 
ade of school desegregation is 
one of plodding. 
In the IO years since the high 
bench outlawed racial segrega­ 
tion in public schools, out of 2,- 
256 school districts in the South 
proper which have both Negro 
and white inhabitants, only 423 
districts have been officially de­ 
segregated. 


THIS ACCOUNTING by the 
Southern 
Education 
Report­ 
ing Service on the surface indi­ 
cates more mixing than has oc­ 
curred. Official 
desegregation 
of a district does not mean in­ 
stant integration. About 2.9 mil­ 
lion Negro children are enrolled 
in public schools in the ll states 
of the South and 970,000 of them 
are in desegregated districts but 
only 30,800 actually attend school 
with white children. 
As the nation now is becom-* 
ing fiercely aware, school de­ 
segregation is a national, n o t 
merely a Southern, issue. A n d 
there is no showing that the 
Negro in a segregated school in 
the North is any less deprived 
educationally and psychological­ 
ly than his counterpart in the 
South. 
A recent study of schools in 
200 cities and towns in 26 states 
in which three-fourths of North­ 
ern Negroes reside shows that 
minority-group pupils, the over­ 
whelming 
majority 
of 
them 
Negroes, represent 60 per cent 
of the enrollment in 1,141 public 
schools in these communities. 
Minority-group enrollments of 90 
per cent or more were dis­ 
covered in 738 of these schools 
Agitation to redress the ima- 
balance in de facto segregation, 
mostly the result of housing seg­ 
regation, has moved from the 
courts to the streets but some 
of it remains in the courts. 
The ancillary question that 
has 
been 
raised 
is almost 
as basic as the initial decision 
to rule out separate but equal 
school systems. It is still un­ 
solved. * How far ore school 


authorities required to go — or 
how far may they legally go — 
to achieve integration? 


THE U. S. SUPREME COURT 
supplied one answer on May 4 
when it refused to upset a rul­ 
ing that school boundaries need 
not be redrawn to force integra­ 
tion when these boundaries are 
honestly drawn with no intent to 
segregate the races. But t h e 
high court’s refusal to hear the 
case, in which only the Gary, 
Ind., school system is involved, 
does not mean that it w*’l rule 
out all artificial means of mix­ 
ing the races in the schools. 
The Supreme Court at the 
same time refused to review a 
decision in a Duval County, Fla., 
case that Negro pupils are en­ 
titled to nave their entire school 
system on a nonracial basis, in­ 
cluding assignment of teachers, 
principals, supervisors, and sup­ 
porting personnel. 
The court in the Gary case 
was saying that the remedy for 
de facto segregation is not to be 
found in gerrymandering achool 
districts or busing children from 
school to school. But it did not 
say that the school board should 
not strive to end segregation by 
means consistent with sound ed­ 
ucational policies. 
On the same day the New 
Jersey Supreme Court ruled that 
it was proper to close down 
a 
predominantly 
Negro High 
school in Montclair and distri­ 
bute its students among three 
other high schools. 
This case, 
sufficiently 
dis­ 
tinguished from the Gary case, 
could well go to the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court.

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Fing erg Crossed On Bid Opening 
St Clair Saga Near End? 


By ROBERT POPP 
When the State Highway Department opens 
bids at Columbus Tuesday on rebuilding of outer 
St. Clair Ave., all East Liverpool will cross its fin­ 
gers and hope it marks the beginning of the end 
of an involved, frequently discouraging story that 
dates back at least 12 years. 
And the community will hope collectively that 
after Sept. 30, 1965, the street’s name no longer will 
be a dirty word or an epithet! That’s the comple­ 
tion date specified by the state. 
There are so many twists and turns to the story of 
moves to improve St. Clair Ave. that it makes an Erie Stan­ 
ley Gardner mystery novel sound like a couplet from a nur­ 
sery rhyme by comparison. 
So far, the story spans the terms of four mayors—Arnold 
W. Devon, E. Allan McKeever, Fred P. Lawrence and Bert 
H. Goodballet—and has extended into the tenure of the in­ 
cumbent, Merrill D. Hall. 


BUT IT WAS Goodballet who conceived the project in its 
present form and nursed and badgered it through all the 
complications, leaving office last Dec. 31 with the feeling 
it virtually was assured after four years’ work. 
He was right. After a couple more cliff-hanger episodes 
over right-of-way that threatened briefly, the job advanced 
to the point where the state 
put it on the list for contrac­ 
tor's bids. 
But to begin at the begin­ 
ning, the modern-day story of 
the St. Clair Ave. job dates 
back to July 1952. 
That's when former Mayor 
Arnold W. Devon and Safety- 
Service Director Lawrence S. 
Bloor presented to Council a 
proposal to resurface St. Clair 
with blacktop between Prince­ 
ton Ave. and the city limits. 
Essentially the same stretch 
is proposed for the current 
project. 
The administration propos­ 
ed to foot the bill by levying 
special assessments against 
property-owners. 
Councilmen threshed over 
the proposal and decided the 
city should pay at least part 
of the bill, pointing out the 
street is a “major thorough­ 
fare,” used to a great ex­ 
tent by persons whose prop­ 
erty does not abut. 


THE MAVOR replied that 
Council would be setting a 
precedent by providing muni­ 
cipal aid in resurfacing proj­ 
ect, and said he would veto 
any such legislative move. 
That brought things to a 
halt 
until 
the 
following 
September, 
when 
Engineer 
George S. Bloomgren returned 
to Council with essentially the 
same propostion. 
As an alternative, he said, 
St. Clair could be resurfaced 
between the Riverview Ceme­ 
tery entrance and the c i t y 
limits for an estimated $30,- 
000. Resurfacing of the stretch 
from Princeton Ave. to the 
city limits was estimated at 
*60,000. 
Council had sounded out St. 
Clair residents in the months 
between the July and Septem­ 
ber meetings, asking how 
much they would be willing 
to pay toward the project. 
The negotiations ended incon­ 
clusively. 
Even then, St. Clair Ave. 
was a major headache to mo­ 
torists and the administration, 
as indicated in Bloomgren’s 
comment in 1952: 
“Last winter was p r e t t y 
hard on the street and pret­ 
ty hard on drivers’ tempers, 
too! I think there is still 
time, if we move quickly, to 
resurface the street before 
winter.” 
But the project stalled again 
on the question of payment. 
Council askeo Bioor if the 
mayor still felt the city should 
not contribute toward the cost 
of the project. 
The director 
replied the mayor’s position 
had not changed. 


FOR ALL PRACTICAL pur­ 
poses. that ended the 1952 ne­ 
gotiations. 
Although St. Clair Ave. 
popped up in the news fre­ 
quently in the ensuing couple 
of years, the next major pro­ 
posal for its improvement did 
not come until the summer of 
1954. 
Council then considered pro­ 
posal to resurface St. Clair 
between Princeton Ave. and 
the city limits, as well as Av­ 
ondale St. from Bradshaw 
Ave. to Bank St 
Although the normal proced­ 
ure was — and still is — not 
to undertake a project unless 
petitioned by property - own­ 
ers representing at least Cl 
per cent of the frontage. 
Council exercised its prerog­ 
ative to consider legislation 
initiating the project and im- 
K 


posing special 
assessments 
without a petition. 


THAT PROPOSAL brought 
big delegations from St. Clair 
and Avondale storming into 
the next Council session with 
petitions. 
Ninety 
- 
seven 
signed a petition against the 
St. Clair improvement. 
It termed the plans “imper­ 
fect” and reiterated the argu­ 
ment that St. Clair is a ma­ 
jor thoroughfare — not essen­ 
tially a residential street. The 


Clair Ave. with federal and 
state aid. 
He went to work almost im­ 
mediately — although the first 
results were not to become 
evident for months. 
After many months of ne­ 
gotiations, the first big break 
came in mid-1961 when the 
Federal Bureau of P u b l i c 
Roads announced St. Clair had 
been placed on the federal aid 
secondary system of high­ 
ways, assuring U. S. funds 
would be provided for about 
half the cost. 
County Engineer Charles O. 
Snyder was given credit for 
an “assist” in the early stag­ 
es of the negotiations by ad­ 
justing the schedule of mile­ 
age of suburban roads under 
the federal aid secondary sys­ 
tem to allow St. Clair to be 
included. 
The total county mileage 
eligible for inclusion in t h e 
federal plan had been filled, 
but Snyder worked St. Clair 
into the system by eliminat­ 
ing a stretch of Park Way. 
With St. Clair listed as port 
of the federal aid secondary 
system, officials were able to 
approach the U.S. agency for 
a promise of participation in 
a project and 50 per cent aid. 
Removal of Park Way from 
the federal aid secondary list 
did not affect its priority for 
future projects. It now is (re­ 


petition also alleged that the 
proposed assessments would 
far exceed the benefits de­ 
rived. 
The Avondale St. residents 
fought the plan for improve­ 
ment of their street with 
much the same arguments. 
Fifty signed a petition against 
the plan. The petition asserted 
an assessment would be “un­ 
just” because the property- 
owners already had paid for 
construction of the original 
brick surface. 
Confronted with such an 
outpouring of voters. Council 
backed off from the plan and 
finally allowed it to die. That 
was the end of the 1954 chap­ 
ter in the St. Clair Ave. 
saga. 
In the background, through 
all the years, 
there 
was 
an anvil chorus of snap­ 
ping springs, bent tie rods 
and bursting tires as motor­ 
ists maneuvered along t h • 
pot-holes and patched black­ 
top. 
Every fall and s p r i n g , 
particularly, the street depart­ 
ment used tons of blacktop in 
filling chuckholes until the or­ 
iginal pavement had disap­ 
peared beneath the patches. 
Blacktop won’t adhere in 
the cold winter months, so 
the crews filled the worst 
holes with “red dog,” slag, 
cinders and other temporary 
materials. 


C O M P L A I N T S on the 
street's condition dinned al­ 
most continually in the ears 
of Council and the adminis­ 
tration. 
At one point, the Devon ad­ 
ministration erected big signs 
on the approaches to the 
worst stretch — from the ce­ 
metery entrance to the city 
kinks—warning motorists to 
“drive at your own risk.” One 
major aim was to forestall 
claims from drivers w h o s e 
cars were damaged. 
By that time, many r e s I- 
dents of outer St. Clair were 
working out detours of their 
own—via Park Way and An­ 
derson Blvd. or along Route 
170 to Route 30, then into town 
in California Hollow. 
The next real move came in 
January 1960 when Goodballet 
moved into the mayor’s office. 
One of the principal planks 
in his campaign platform had 
been a promise to improve St. 


ing improved from Pennsyl­ 
vania Ave. to Hoppers Cor­ 
ners as a county project. 
About a year later, on May 
22, 1962, the federal agency 
advised the administration the 
project had been programmed 
for construction, but no date 
was set. The administration 
hoped then that work might 
begin by fall. 
At that time, the construc­ 
tion cost still was estimated 
unofficially at $400,000. Work 
on preparation of detailed 
plans and specifications had 
been under way for a year. 
The planning was being done 
by the Youngstown engineer­ 
ing firm of Glaus. Pyle A Sch­ 
emer under a contract award­ 
ed by the city in July 1961. 


A PUBLIC HEARING was 
held on the project at Ci t y 
Hall in November 1961, show­ 
ing opinion overwhelmingly in 
favor of the improvement, al­ 
though some raised questions 
concerning the width of the 
roadway and traffic and park­ 
ing restrictions. 
One of the biggest hurdles 
was passed in September 1962, 
when Council a g r e e d the 
pavement should be built to a 
width of 36 feet. There had 
been a long debate over the 
wisdom of building a 36-foot, 
three - lane pavement, wi t h 
some of the members holding 
out for a maximum width of 
24 feet. 
They contended at first a 
narrower pavement w o u l d 
mean a saving on the cost and 
bring a reduction in the city’s 
share. 
But the federal agency said 
repeatedly it would not share 
the cost of any highway less 
than 36 feet in width. That 
would have left the city pick­ 
ing up the tab for the entire 
job. 


LATER, THE federal agen­ 
cy was to indicate k would 
consider participating in a 
project for a narrower pave­ 
ment, but by that time the 
city was determined on a 36- 
foot improvement. 
In the fall of 1962, a group 
of St. Clair Ave. property- 
owners fought a continuing 
battle against the plan—tak­ 
ing the position that a 24-foot 
pavement would be adequate. 
They emphasized they w e r e 
not trying to block the pro­ 


ject, but believed that two 12- 
foot lanes would serve St. 
Clair Ave. traffic needs for 
the foreseeable future. 
The third lane in a 36-foot 
pavement might p r o v e a 
“death trap,” causing head­ 
on collisions, they declared. 
In August 1962, Council fin­ 
ally agreed to enact an ordin­ 
ance assessing the St. Clair 
residents $10 a front foot for 
the job. The assessment is ex­ 
pected to bring in approxim­ 
ately $140,000, aa the thor­ 
oughfare has about 14,000 feet 
of assessable frontage. 
Several councilmen seemed 
to waver on the agreement 
for the assessing ordinance, 
as St. Clair residents had not 
sanctioned the charge. 
But the way was cleared 
when Charles H. Sayre of Hill 
Blvd. circulated p e t i t i o n s 
among the property - owners, 
obtaining signatures that rep­ 
resented more than 50 per cent 
of the assessable frontage. 
The signers agreed to the $10- 
a-foot assessment. 
There were routine develop­ 
ments in the project in tire 
next year. But the big bomb­ 
shell was dropped on Council 
Aug. 2, 1963, when the High­ 
way Department announced 
the estimate had been raised 
to $846,780. 
That represented a boost of 
$250,000 from the last previ­ 
ous estimate. It also hiked the 
city’s share to $423,393. 


BASED ON AN estimate of 
$600,000 made early in 1963, 
the city had been prepared to 
contribute about $300,000 — 
$150,000 in a s s e s s m e n t s 
against property - owners and 
another $150,000 in the muni­ 
cipality’s own funds. 
The Highway Department 
had been scheduled to o p e n 
bids on the project Aug. 27, 
just about three weeks later. 
It insisted the city's share of 
the project must be availa­ 
ble before the offers w e r e 
opened. 
That pretty effectively put 
an end to hopes that any act­ 
ual construction would be un­ 
dertaken during 1963. 
But the state emphasized it 
only was acting as agent for 
the federal agency in seeking 
the bids and administering the 
project. The state has no mon­ 
ey invested in the project. 
Council and the administra­ 
tion came up with the thought 
that the cky’s share might be 
reduced by cutting the size 
of the project — narrowing 
the pavement or shortening 
its length. 
At the city’s request, two 
alternatives were furnished 
Sept. 27 in a conference at 
City Hall. One fixed a price of 
$650,000 for constructing the 
project for its entire length, 
but cutting the pavem e n t 
width from 36 to 24 feet. 
That would have put the 
city’s share at $350,000 — still 
$20,000 over the maximum 
amount the municipality was 
prepared to provide.

)THER alternate cali­ 
co toe constructing a 36-foot 
pavement, as originally plan­ 
ned, but reducing the length 
of the project by 1,800 feet. 
The job was estimated at 
$673,000. 
The mayor expressed s u r ­ 
prise at the first alternate and 
pointed out that in three years 
of negotiations the federal 
agency said r e p e a t e d l y 
k would not participate in 
constructing a pavement nar­ 
rower than 36 feet. But the 
highway department said it 
felt U.S. funds still would be 
available if the n a r r o w e r 
pavement could be “justified 
by traffic counts.” 
As it turned out, the ques­ 
tion was moot. The city did 
not accept either of the alter­ 
natives. Both public officials 
and civic leaders were reluc­ 
tant to compromise on t h e 
original plan. 
But the $846,780 estimate 
still posed the major stumb­ 
ling block. 
Civic leaders and city offi­ 
cials would not accept defeat 
after having worked t h r e e 
years and pushing the plans 
to the point where construc­ 
tion had seemed assured. 
They consulted with state 
and federal officials, seeking 
ways in which the work could 
be accomplished under the or­ 
iginal plans with the amount 
of money the city had availa­ 
ble or anticipated, but tire ne­ 


gotiations produced nothing 
definite. 
Next, the municipal officials 
and civic leaders turned to 
County Commsisioners Walter 
A. Hunston, Galen Greenisen 
and james Boyd. They sought 
a promise that the c o u n t y 
government w o u l d “guar­ 
antee” the amount needed to 
make up the city’s share, with 
the understanding that t h e 
county funds would be return­ 
ed—all or in part—if the suc­ 
cessful bidder’s price fell un­ 
der the state's estimate, al- 


islation that would permit the 
state to advertise for bids. 
The commissioners’ action 
allowed the city to guarantee 
that its share of the project 
would be available. The coun­ 
ty “guarantee” provides that 
any part of the $75,000 not 
needed to pay the city's share 
will be returned to the coun­ 


ty . 
It ended a four - m o n t h 
stalemate on the project. With 
the commissioners’ guarantee, 
plus $150,000 in special assess- 


lowing a reduction in the mu­ 
nicipality’s share. 


THE 
NEXT BIG 
break 
came on Dec. 17, 1963, just 
14 days before Goodballet was 
to leave office. 
C o u n t y 
commissioners 
agreed to provide up to $75.- 
000 to help pay East Liver­ 
pool’s share of the project. 
The action, in effect, got 
the stalled project off dead 
center. Council agreed im­ 
mediately to meet in special 
session to enact enabling leg­ 


ments from property-owners, 
the city will have to put up 
only $198,000 of its own mon­ 
ey — even if the successful 
bidder goes as high as the 
state's estimate. 
Past experience has shown, 
however, that the low bid gen­ 
erally is considerably under 
the state's estimate. If that 
develops again Tuesday, the 
county will be in a position to 
reclaim a major share—per­ 
haps all — of the $75,000 ad­ 
vance. 


On Dec. 20, Council enacted 
the legislation to guarantee 
the city's share of the proj­ 
ect was ready, 


AT LAST IT seemed the 
way was clear. 
But it was not to be that 
simple! 
The city was required to ob­ 
tain rights-of-way and work 
easements from 38 property- 
owners who would be affect­ 
ed to varying degrees by the 
construction. 
Most of the agreements 
were negotiated in the inter­ 
val 
between January and 
March. But three or four 
property • owners were un­ 
able to come to satisfactory 
terms with the city. 
Finally, after the city had 
taken steps for Common Pleas 
Court action to have a jury 
fix a price for the land in­ 
volved in the “hold-out” cas­ 
es, the last of the easements 
was signed by mid-April. 


THE CITY certified to the 
Highway Department that the 
right-of-way formalities h a d 
been cleared up. 
The state put the project 
on its schedule for bids, pub­ 
lishing a legal notice to con­ 
tractors, and setting the bid- 
opening for next Tuesday at 
Columbus. 
That s where the St. Clair 
project stands now. 
Old-timers in the Saga of 
St. Clair hope the job g e t s 
started without another crisis.

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J. G. Woessner Nears Predicted 91 
Ex - Contractor^ 90, Recalls His Career

When J. George Woessner 
left Pittsburgh Mercy Hospi­ 
tal in 1940 after an illness, a 
physician slapped him on the 
back and exclaimed, “ You’re 
a new man, good for 25 more 
years.” 


At 
the 
time, 
the retired 
West End carpenter was 66, 
and had made a remarkable 
recovery from a virus infec­ 
tion. He had been the “ guinea 
pig” for a new wonder drug, 
sulfa thiazole, which l a t e r 
helped save G l's in World 
War ll. 


Woessner observed his 90th 
birthday anniversary Thurs­ 
day, now only one year shy 
of turning the forgotten phy­ 
sician into a prophet. 


The rotund, graying Burford 
St. resident who built dozens 
of local homes and was one 
of the city's finer carpenters 
in his career, reached his 90th 
year in fine fettle. 


His ruddy complexion indi­ 
cates glowing health, and his 
favorite 
pastime 
is 
loafing 
downtown with other Senior 
Citizens. 


Born on Pittsburgh’s North 
Side in 1874, Woessner came 
here in 1895 and was a self­ 
employed general contractor 
for many years. 


A CARPENTER who does 
good work is always in de­ 
mand, and Woessner’s b u s y 
hammer saw service in such 
buildings as the .North S i d e 
Methodist Church, N e s s I y 
Chapel and the Brookes Build­ 
ing. 
Among the dozens of local 
homes he either erected or 


remodeled during his career 
were those of the late J. J. 
Purinton and Atty. William H. 
Vodrey. Woessner also drew 
up the plans and built t h e 
barn at Beaver Kettle farm 
on Route 170. 
Woessner resides with h i s 
wife, the former Sarah Roush, 
in a home he built the year 
of their m arriage — 1903. It 
overlooks the West End, giv­ 
ing a sweeping view of the 
Freeway, City Hospital a n d 
the Newell Bridge. 
For a nonagenarian, Woess­ 
ner’s memory and sense of 
humor are still sharp. 
“ Carpenters made $2 a day 
or $12 a week when I first 
cam e to town.” he says. It 
took him eight years to save 
enough money to go into busi­ 
ness for himself and hire six 
workers—$900. 


HIS BUSINESS w a s cur­ 
tailed greatly when W o r l d 
War I broke out, with the na­ 
tion's war machine getting top 
piority for building materials. 
Woessner recalls business was 
so slack for lack of m aterials, 
he made only $265 one year. 
While helping to build Ness- 
ly Chapel south of Newell in 
1904, Woessner traveled by 
streetcar to Wellsville, loaded 
his tools aboard a skiff, and 
crossed the river into West 
Virginia. 
He makes certain friends 
know how to pronounce h i s 
name, of German o r i g i n . 
“ It’s like Wessner,” he says, 
pointing out a simple lesson 
in 
grade 
school 
gram m ar: 
“ When two vowels f o l l o w 
each other, the first one is si­ 
lent.”

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Howard Bluer Jumped 
‘D-Day’ Vets Remember

Twenty 
years 
ago 
today 
many soldiers from the Tri­ 
state Area were fighting for 
their lives as members of mil­ 


itary and naval units launch­ 
ing the invasion of “ Fortress 


Europe". 
A number of district ser­ 
vicemen 
were 
in 
airborne 
units 
landing 
behind 
t h e 
French coast some six hours 
ahead of the actual beach in­ 
vasion, in infantry units fight­ 
ing for footholds on the beach­ 
es, serving with naval units 
either landing troops and sup­ 
plies or bombarding the coast, 
and in Air Force planes ei­ 
ther ferrying troops and sup­ 
plies 
over 
the 
channel 
or 
bombing the coastal defens­ 
es. 
For Howard K. Bloor, first 
sergeant of an artillery bat­ 
tery in the 101st Airborne, it 
means remembering the plea­ 
sant sights rather than the 
memories of the actual fight­ 
ing. 
The “ pleasant sights” in­ 
cluded the Christmas-effect of 
green and red lights “ as far 
a s you could see” as his C-47 
crossed the English channel 
and tracers fired in a chain 
effect as they crossed the Ch­ 
erbourg peninsula “ until you 
realized it was steel and lead 
aimed at you.” 
Bloor was jumpmaster in 
his plane, filled mostly with 
communications 
personnel, 
and was the last to leap, mak­ 
ing sure all of the equipment 
was out. 


He has memories of the Air- 
Foree. too. “ I still haven't 
seen that drop zone.” he re­ 
calls, pointing out they land­ 
ed 
in swampy ground but 
walked out. Many paratroop­ 
ers reportedly drowned when 
they landed in the swamps. 
"The swamps ranged from 
knee to chest-deep, but we 
weren't as loaded down as 
some of the infantrymen car­ 
rying ammunition and other 
equipment,” Bloor recalls. He 
had a folding carbine because 
it had greater firepower than 
the .45-caliber pistol carried 
by most officers and non-com­ 
missioned officers. 


“ We took off from England 
about 10:30 p. rn. (that would 
be early the night of June 5 
in East Liverpool) and final­ 
ly jumped about I a. rn. We 
could still see the Channel 
when he bailed out.” 


Each artillery battery had 
four 75-mm guns. However the 
former “ top kick” didn t see 
any. “ I was told we had one 
serviceable gun but I didn’t 
see it until we reassembled 
in England about three weeks 
later.” 
His battery's first objective 
was to help knock out shore 
gun emplacements. “ I found 
out later they were in pill­ 
boxes three feet thick. A how­ 
itzer 
wouldn’t 
have d o n e 
much with that.” 
“ Our advance orders had 
been to not use the gun until 
daylight and to use our side- 
arm s, grenades and t r e n c h 
knives. You had to be careful 


not to attack another Amer­ 
ican.” Bloor said. recalling the 
the “ Cricket” signal and had 
it down pat. 
Bloor, his commanding of­ 
ficer and another paratrooper 
made contact 
after landing 
and started walking in what 
they thought was the general 
direction 
of 
their 
assembly 
area 
By daylight the small band 
had picked up about 15 more 
members of their unit a n d 
then joined an infantry outfit 
that had already seized its 
first objective, a German gar­ 
rison. “ An infantry company 
had been assigned to take the 
garrison but a squad of seven 
men took it." 
After the initial fighting, the 
division reassembled and took 
Carentan and then was sent 
back to England to await fur­ 
ther action. 
Bloor recalls encountering J. 
J . McFadden on D-Day while 
Bloor was hunting his unit and 
McFadden, who still is in the 
service, was seeking his 82nd 
Airborne unit. 
“ I talked with Frank Wolfe 
(now a 
city 
mail 
carrier) 
many times in fox holes." He 
recalls that John Owen, Ern­ 
est Low* and Jim Maley were 


The summer swimming sea­ 
son is here again.

The basic rules of w a t e r 
safety should be well known 
to everyone old enough

read; they are repeated each 
season by health and safety 
organizations throughout t h e 
nation. And yet most drown­ 
ings occur when someone has 
violated one of 
the 
safety 
rules. 
There 
are the fundamen­ 
tals — Never 
swim 
alone: 
Don't swim just after eating 
or when overly tired; Don't 
overestimate your ability and 
endurance; Swim at protected 
pools or beaches under the 
supervision of a trained life­ 
guard; 
If a boat overturns 
stay with it and don’t try to 
swim a long distance to shore; 
Never dive into unknown wa­ 
ters. 
Know about artificial respir­ 
ation and how to apply it. The 
mouth-to-mouth method is ex­ 
plained in the First Aid Man­ 
ual of the American Medical 
Association. Ifs not very dif­ 
ficult — Start immediately, 
the victim can survive with­ 
out oxygen to the brain for 
only a few minutes; Put the 
victim on his back, pull the 
chin well up. make certain 
the windpipe is clear; P u t 
your mouth over the victim's 
mouth, pinch shut his nose, 
and blow hard; Repeat 12 to 
15 times per minute: Keep it 
up until medical help arrives. 
Skin diving and SCUBA div­ 
ing are fine sports that are 
drawing 
m o r e 
enthusiasts 
each season. Both require spe­ 
cial training and knowledge 
and good physical condition 
If you plan to be a diver, take 
a course in underwater sur­ 
vival. And get yourself into 
good physical training f o r 
strong swimming 
Water skiing is another ex­ 
hilarating sport, but it also 
has hazards. The man hand­ 
ling 
the boat 
should 
know 
what he's doing. The skier 
should always wear a l i f e 
jacket. Even a strong swim­ 
mer can be winded by a hard 
fall at high speed. 
Private pools are gaming 
rapid favor in the U n i t e d 
States. If you have a pool, or 
use a neighbor's, there a r e 
certain safety fundamentals— 
Is the pool kept clean and the 
water 
chemically 
purified? 
Walk, don’t run, about t h e 
pool, 
and 
be 
careful 
with 
horseplay; Fence the pool and 
keep the gate locked to keep 
out small children; Keep res­ 
cue equipment such as long 
poles and ring buoys handy; 
Keep bottles and g l a s s e s 


The Law 


The tests of truth and rele­ 
vancy which courts a p p l y 
are stricter than those used 
in daily life. As a rule we 
don’t put a man under oath, 
cross-examine 
him 
if 
h i s 
story fails to hang together 
or jail or fine him if he lies 
to us. But these things are 
done in court. 


Why is that? Because each 
thing that takes place in a 
courtroom is important. Your 
property, your personal or civ­ 
il rights — even your family's 
welfare or your life or lib­ 
erty — may rest upon t h e 
truth of testimony in court. 


Eager as courts are f o r 
facts, their tests fall short of 
those of science. When a sci­ 
entist doubts the outcome of 
an experiment, he need not 
rely upon somebody e I s e ’ s 
word. He just repeats t h e 
experiment in question. 


But not so in court. The 
acts told of in courts cannot 
be lived over again, for the 
court to see first hand. For 
example, you cannot b r i n g 
back and ask a dead m a n 
whether he signed a will or 
whether the accused killed a 
man. Courts cannot re-do a 
murder; but we can only get 
the witnesses to tell what they 
know first hand. 


To protect each party, there 
are at least two safeguards 
(I) put the witness u n d e r 
oath on pain of penalties for 
lying; and (2) cross-examine 
the witness. 


Lawyers may seem always 
to be objecting to testimony. 
They have a duty to their 
clients and the court, to see 
that the judge and jury hear 
only what is true and rele­ 
vant under the law. 


If a lawyer protests, t h e 
judge 
may 
rule 
out 
some 
kinds of facts and tell t h e 
jury to ignore them. Some­ 
times too, some facts serious­ 
ly break the rules of evi­ 
dence. Then 
the judge de­ 
clares a “ mistrial” and or­ 
ders a new' trial. He docs this 
when the testimony is so un­ 
fair as to put the rights of 
the accused in danger a n d 
also to protect the public.

I AP) — Lewis Gegner swore 
“I’d close my barbershop be­ 
fore I integrated.” 
A “For Sale” sign b u been 
placed in the shop. 
I will rover cut hair in Ohio 
again,” the S5-year-old barber 
murmered as an epitaph to a 
four-year civil rights dispute 
carried through the courts of 
the state and the streets of this 
southwestern Ohio village. 
It was a quiet end to the 44 
years in which Gegner and his 
father before him had cut the 
lair of the white men of Yellow 
Springs. 
All that remains unfinished is 
an appeal before the Supreme 
Court of Ohio asking that Geg­ 
ner be allowed to refuse service 
to Negroes, or ta effect, ex­ 
empting b a r b e r s from the 
state’s antidiscrimination law. 
Gegror’s court battles have 
been predicated on his claim 
that he doesn’t know how to cut 
Negroes’ hair. 
But the portly barber is pessi­ 
mistic about Ids chance in the 
high court. “The way this coun­ 
try is going . . . This civil rights 
thing . . . I don’t think I have 
much chance of winning. May- 
x other Ohio barbers will want 
to fight it, but I’m through. It’s 
too expensive.” 
Actually, the two-chair shop 
has been closed since mid- 
March, following a weekend of 
near-rioting there. More than

The village of Yellow Springs 
is the home of Antioch Col­ 
lege, a highly-rated liberal arts 
college known for its progres­ 
sive education.

“I have no ill feelings toward 
any of those people,” Gegner 
said. “I guess it’s more or less 
like religion. They’re entitled to 
theirs and I have mine.” 
Gegner first was arrested on 
April 21, 1960, on charges filed 
by two Antioch students. In the 
next four years he closed the 
shop eight times because of sit 
ins staged by students from the 
three colleges. 
The legal chain of events 
brought the case into the Greene 
County Common Pleas Court. 
On May 3, 1163 a visiting judge 
declared the antidiscrimination 
law unconstitutional as applied 
to barbershops. 
But Gegner’s victory 
was 
short-lived. Eight months later 
to the day, the 2nd District 
Court of Appeals reversed and 
ruled that Gegner did not have 
a constitutional right to refuse 
service to Negroes. 
Despite the events, Gegner 
said he has felt no strain on his 
relationship with the people of 
this village.

ANSWER: “Calorie” comes from the Latin “calor.” heat, 
and so a calorie is a unit used to measure an amount of 
heat. Used in chemistry, it means the amount of heat energy 
needed to raise the temperature of one gram of water by one 
degree centigrade. (Centigrade is a different scale of temp­ 
erature from the one used in household thermometers, which 
is Fahrenheit!. Calories used in this way are called “small 
calories.” 
The most familiar meaning of the word calorie refers to 
a unit (rf measuring heat energy in food. This is the “large 
calorie,” the amount (rf heat needed to raise the temperature 
of one pound of water four degrees Fahrenheit. It is said 
that about IOO such calories would give a person the energy 
to climb a hill about 1,840 feat high. This energy comes from 
certain foods such as carbohydrates and fats which act as 
fuel in the human body. The heat is produced by the union 
of the food with oxygen. Carbohydrates give us heat energy 
because of the starches and sugars they contain, such foods 
include cornstarch, 
sugar, flour and honey. Fat energy 
comes from butter, margarine, lard and various oils.
